BONN BERLIN

BE LIQUIDATED 


Envoy's Words Taken 
to Mean Giving Ger- 
man Reds Control— 
West Berlin Count- 
ing on US. 

BERLIN, Nov, 20 (UPI)—So- 


viet Ambassador Andrei Smir- 


nov told Chancellor Adenauer 
today in Bonn. that Russiz 
would “liquidate” the occupa- 


tion status of Berlin, the So-- 


viet Embassy announced. 

The Russian Embassy said 
Smirnov asked for a meeting 
with Adenauer and outlined 
for him the “measures the So- 
viet Government plans taking 
with the aim of liquidating the 
occupation status of Berlin.” 

At the same time West Ber- 
lin Mayor Willy Brandt told a 
¢ity Parliament meeting that 
any Communist attack on the 
city would start World War III. 

Smirnov’s phrase “liquidat- 
ing the occupation status of 
Berlin” was taken here to mean 
that Moscow now proposes to 
transfer to East Germany the 
right of control of Western Al- 
lied traffic to and from Berlin. 

Until now the Russians, as 
well as the Americans, British 
and French, have considered 
Berlin to be under Big Four 
administration. Right of access 
to and from Berlin is governed 
by Big Four regulations rather 
than by any German rules, 

Tensions Not Relieved. 

(The Associated Press said 
Adenauer’s press chief, Felix 
von Eckardt, told a news ¢on- 
ference the Smirnov-Adenauer 
meeting “did nothing to relax 
the tensions’ between East and 
West. The spokesman described 
the situation’ in the occupied 
city as very serious, but said 
he did not think Berlf® was “at 
the moment in acute danger.” 

(He said Adenauer and Smir- 
nov agreed they would give out 
nothing more than a brief con® 
munique about their meeténg. 
Under questioning Von Eck- 
ardt said it appeared the Smir- 
nov visit was part of “a politi- 
cal and diplomatic offensive 
against free West Berlin.” 

(He stressed the words “po- 
litical and enemy Ri as Op- 
posed to “military.”

tono, whe sat in on the meeting, |

same source said he had re- 
ceived a number of telephone 
calls from American business 
firms with gommitmerts in 
Berlin asking if they should 
continue with their projects. 

Shares on the Frankfurt 
stock exchange, which have 
been sliding down for 10 days, 
plunged sharply today. Many 
shares dropped as much as 18 
points, and one group of chem- 
icals fell 30 points.

HIDES NOSE CONE 
AT THE SAME TIME 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP) 
—The Army is showing off and 
hiding a missile nese cone at 
the same time. 

Secretary of the Army Wil- 
ber M. Brucker presented the 
nose cone to the Smithsonian 
Institution yesterday. The cone 
is the first known object to 
have returned to earth after a 
trip in space. 

Museum officials immediate- 
ly put it on exhibition. Later 
they found out that.a plastic 
coating covered the cone, 
which was classified. They had 
not been told about the cover 
earlier. 

“IT guarantee it's under 

there,” Maj. Gen, August 
Schomburg, deputy chief of 
Army ordnance, said later. 
* The Smithsonian decided to 
change the label, explaining to 
visitors they could see the | 
shape of the cone but not the 
cone itself. 

The nose cone, la’ ached by 
the Army’s Jupiter-C missile, 
was exhibited on television by 
President Eisenhowcr in Octo- 
ber, 1957. In its 1500-mile flight 
it reached an altitude of 300 
miles.

RADIO TELESC OPE! 


CHICAGO, Nov. 20 (UPD— | 


_ A radio telescope which will be | 
| the most powerful in the world | 


| for research into radio astron- | 


omy will be built by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. 

The university board of 
trustees announced yesterday | 
the radio telescope will be con- | 
structed in a ravine site about 


five miles southeast of Dan- | 


ville, Ill. 

Cost of the instrument was 
not estimated. The. trustees 
said the university would re- 
ceive $233,000 from the Office 
of Naval Research for design- 
ing and construction. 

The largest. existing radio 
telescope is at Jodrell Banks, 
England. It was constructed by 
the British government at cost 
of about $2,240,000. The Jod- 
rell Banks device can reach in- 
to space about 1000 times 
farther than a visual telescope, 
officials said. Basically, a radio 
telescope is a radio antenna 
which can receive cosmic 
sounds. or noises.

2. Give up an emphasis on 
defense treaties, military aid, 
power politics and military 
“threats” in Asia and Africa

3. Cease unilateral action 
in Asia and rely more on the 
United Nations.

I think those of us who under- 
stand the need for federal spend- 
ing ‘should sympathize with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, but I don’t think 
we should countenance his re- 
marks without trying to reach 


m. 

If tie really wants to know what 
it is the people want of him, it 
is something he didn’t have. He 
never lived in a community long 
enough to see and understand 
what federal spending means to 
the average citizen down through 
the years in terms of progress. 

If the President would visit an 
average town, a localite could 

‘show him the following points of 
progress, each built by an influx 
of federal funds: A sanitary dis- 
trict plant, the first of its kind 
for a community of 39,000 (1930's); 
a huge expansion program for 
same (1958); a huge airport 
(1940's) and continuing expansion 
programs; two huge expansion 
programs, now, for our only two 
hospitals; three public grade 
schools from WPA days—in use 
30 years by now with no federal 
controls; streets, within; high- 
ways, without, and an additional 
nine holes to make an 18-hole 
municipal golf course (1930s). 
Also three huge housing projects 
in which low-income families have 
lived for years by now: a huge 
game, fish and recreation area 
established by CCC boys, the only 
such public lands locally. 

Oddly enough, The Spenders 
made all the foregoing possible 
in my town. 

However, what progress we 
have, locally, we can “blame” on 
the Spenders. 

Nationally, we can blame The 
Spenders for creating the atom 
bomb before the Nazis did; for 
the pilot projects of TVA; no pri- 
vate power company in the years 
following has sunk their capital 
into a similar venture. We can 
blame The Spenders for these and 
other examples of progress or we’ 
can thank them and hope we get 
more of the same for our tax 
dollar, R.G. 


And In The City, Too 


Our children are forced to walk 
in the street on Goodfellow or 
else on rainy days wade ankle 
deep in the mud. We find the 
city has never made a curb. 

What makes it compulsory for 
same city people to have walks 
while others do not have to have 
them? 

How about some pictures or a 
write-up in the paper to give 
whoever needs it a big P-U-S-H?

The Freeholders Divide

When Mr. Orchard returns to the board the 
merger bloc may be able to muster a bare 10- 
vote majority. But would a narrow majority 
of this size be the best recommendation to 
the voters who ultimately, in separate special 
elections in city and county, will decide the 
fate of whatever plan is submitted? 

Every Freeholder must, of course, decide 
the issues before him according to his own 
conscience and best judgment. One of the 
considerations he must take into account, 
however, is the desirability of attaining as 
broad a consensus as possible on the plan to 
be laid before the voters. If the board over- 
whelmingly preferred merger, it certainly 
should propose merger, even though all the 
evidence argues that the community would 
overwhelmingly reject it. But in fact there 
is strong resistance among the Freeholders to 
a merger plan, undoubtedly reflecting the 
strong feeling against it in the community. 

In addition to the nine who might support 
a district plan as an alternative to merger, 
Messrs. Vatterott, Shewmaker and McClellan 
surely would support such a plan. While they 
are the authors of the merger plan under con- 
sideration, they also submitted a district plan. 
Mr. Riddle has said he would be guided by 
majority opinion, and several others now in- 
clined toward merger also might sign a dis- 
trict plan. 

It is possible, accordingly, that a district 
plan might get as many as 15, 16 or more sig- 
natures. And wouldn’t it be far better for 
the board to submit a document that most 
members would be willing to sign rather than 
one with only a bare majority? 


Rayburn and the Rules Block 

The best report to come from Congress 
since the election concerns Speaker Rayburn 
and the House Rules Committee. Its substance 
is that the Speaker has decided to add new, 
progressive blood to the Rules committee on 
the Democratic side. If he does this, a pos- 
sible result will be that liberal Democrats and 
Republicans voting together could force bills 
onto the floor of the House over the opposi- 
tion of obstructionist chairman Howard W. 
Smith of Virginia. Time after time, the 
House Rules committee has been first the 
roadblock and then the deadend of worthy 
legislation. - It cannot be allowed to bottle up 
desirable bills in the next session. Speaker 
Rayburn, whose name is on some of the New 
Deal legislation passed 25 years ago, will 
make no mistake if he now follows, as Mr. 
Doooley once put it, “th’ illicition returns.” 


Turnabout on J.B. 

County Supervisor Luman F. Matthews has 
done what he earlier criticized the County 
Council for doing, in shifting position on the 
Jefferson Barracks housing project. More- 
over, he has adopted the false argument of 
those who want to turn the site over to pri- 
vate builders. He says the project may have 
to be abandoned because of inadequate school 
facilities. The fact is that more than 400 
school-age children now live in the Barracks 
area, and there is no proof that public housing 
would increase the number, or that private 
housing would reduce the number. The only 
way to relieve the pressure on schools would 
be to clear the Barracks area of both people 
and housing, public or private, Who recom- 
mends that? 


Two Gains Instead of One 


Gov. Blair has announced his support for 
an important change in the basic law with 
respect to the office he now holds.. He said 
he would recommend a state constitutional 
amendment to allow the Governor of Mis- 
souri to succeed himself. 

Since he himself would not be affected by 
the amendment, Gov. Blair’s explanation de- 
serves to be accepted just as he presented it: 

The first two years the Governor has to 
serve finding out what goes on. In the sec- 
ond two years his appointments are made, 
his patronage is gone and the members of 

the House and Senate are looking ahead to a 

new man. 

Blair 
that this change would be of benefit to 
Missouri. We think the limitation on tenure 
should be in the hands of the voters, not fixed 
in the State Constitution. We believe pre- 
cisely the same about the Twenty-second 
Amendment to the United States Constitution 
which now limits presidential tenure to two 
terms. It was an unsound change, rammed 
through by the Republicans to rebuke the 
late Franklin D. Roosevelt. Now by one of those 
wry quirks of history the first to feel its ill 
effects is Republican President Eisenhower,

Realists will understand that the space 
resolution at this stage has very little to do 
with disarmament, and in fact offers only the 
barest hope of an international space pro- 
gram. We can be quite certain that the armed 
forces of both East and West will continue 
with all their power trying to master the use 
of outer space for the transit of hydrogen- 
warhead missiles. Both sides will continue 
their equally urgent efforts to orbit satellites 
and reach the moon, both projects being con- 
nected in military minds with the dream of 
missile bases in outer space. And insofar as 
there are any purely peaceful space projects 
left, undoubtedly strong pressures will con- 
tinue on both sides to keep them in national 
hands. ‘ 

Perhaps it is quixotic, in any case, to hope 
that men can disarm themselves in outer 
space before they learn to disarm themselves 
on earth. So long as the armament race 
goes on here below, perhaps inevitably na- 
tions will strive to project it beyond the iono- 
sphere. Yet there is always the chance that 
an access of good sense, inspired by a surge 
of statesmanship hot now visible, may induce 
nations to make the long delayed beginning 
toward earthly disarmament. In such event 
it would be valuable to have a functioning 
U.N. space program ready to be extended into 
the disarmament field. 

The usual East-West squabble over mem- 
bership on the space study committee is,to be 
expected. In order to assure the strongest 
possible voice for internationalism as against 
the national voices certain to be raised, we 
hope that both sides will agree to make Sec- 
retary General Dag Hammarskjold a member. 
Somebody ought to represent the planet. 


‘Sailing’ 

The Steamer Carl D. Bradley, which sank 
in northern Lake Michigan near Gull Island 
with 33 men, was named for a man who con- 
tributed to the history of Great Lakes naviga- 
tion. ‘Long ago Mr. Bradley built a vast lime- 
stone industry on the chalky shore of Lake 
Huron to feed the blast furnaces and chemical 
mills of the country’s heartland. He built a 
grey-hulled Lake fleet which carried more 
tonnage in the nine-month Lakes season than 
many ocean fleets do in a year. 

In the North Country the men do not go 
down to thé sea in ships; they go “sailing” in 
boats without sails. The Bradley was more 
than a block long. Equipped with intricate 
navigational and self-unloading cargo machin- 
ery, she could discharge 10,000 tons of stone 
or coal in a few hours. Like several hundred 
other bulk cargo carriers, she was built for 
the Lake trade—flat on the bottom and flex- 
ible amidships, and apparently she snapped 
in two in a northwester. 

And what storms! Every now and then 
tragedy dispels the idea that Lakes sailing is 
placid sailing. On Superior the water is deep 
and cold and there is little shelter against 
prairie gales and blizzards. On Erie the wind 
whips up the whitecaps quickly because the 
water is shallow. In late November before 
the boats put in, the sailors often chop the ice 
off the hatches and winches as they make 
port.. For a century now the boats have been 
steaming from Oswego to Escanaba, from Two 
Harbors to Gary, feeding the growth of heavy 
industry from great waters carved by glaciers 
—and it makes no difference that the waters 
are not salt. 


40 Per Cent Said ‘Yes’ 


Considering the confusion and bias sur- 
rounding Norfolk’s referendum on whether 
to reopen six closed integrated schools, the 
results of the balloting commend the good 
sense of many of Norfolk’s citizens. One can 
only regret that there are not more of them. 

The Virginia voters rejected the proposal 
to reopen schools, and g¢ghose instead the 
murky path of segregation, massive resistance 
and private schooling by a vote of 12,340 to 
8712. But consider the circumstances. 

Hate groups warned Norfolk that a Yes 
vote would mean “wholesale destruction of 
your community.” The ballot itself was rigged; 
after stating the proposition it contained a 
footnote warning that reopening schools would 
entail “substantial Tuition” for each child 
because Virginia denies state aid to integrated 
schools. The referendum was not to be bind- 
ing on the school board, city council, gover- 
nor or anyone else. It was “advisory” only. 
The Virginian-Pilot observed that “the useful- 
ness of the ballot is as uncertain as the ar- 
rangement of capital letters in its text.” 

Under such discouraging circumstances the 
vote in favor of open schools was heartening, 
though the majority voted for second-rate 
education or none for Norfolk children. Now 
the scepe shifts to United States District 
Court, which is hearing a suit to reopen Nor- 
folk’s schools. The issue there is not just 
integration, but public education. And the 
final answer will come from the courts. 


The Mayor and the Firemen 

Mayor Tucker’s pledge to city firemen on 
a reduction in their 67.2-hour work week was 
logical and necessary in light of his justified 
opposition to their attempt to obtain it 
through a Charter amendment. The Mayor 
repeatedly has said he was not opposed to re- 
ducing firemen’s hours; only that he opposed 
the method. We think he was right. But 
now, having been upheld on that point by the 
people at the polls, he has a responsibility to 
lead through normal administrative and leg- 
islative channels for fewer hours. His pledge

Rule a Dusty Thing.

_ DEATH RATE IN CHILDREN 


| Cancer is second only to 
_ accidents and infection as a 
cause of death in infants. ana 


causes more deaths in children 
|than heart disease, infantile 
paralysis and tuberculosis. 


Dr. J. Eugene Lewis Jr., 
assocate professor of clinical 
surgery at St. Louis Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, made 
this statement yesterday in an 
address at Firmin Desloge 
Hospital. He said physicians 
must be alert in detecting 
early signs of cancer in chil- 
dren. The ailment causes 8 to 
10 per cent of deaths in child- 
hood. 


Most cancer is localized in 
its early stages, Dr. Lewis said, 
and there is good hope for suc- 
cessful treatment in many 
cases when the disease fs diag- 
nosed and treated promptly. 
He said only one in 7000 chil- 
dren get cancer, and half the 
deaths are caused by leukemia, 
a type affecting the blood.

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PRESIDENT WILL 
DISCUSS BUDGET 
WITH G.0.P. AIDS

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP) 
—Republican congressional 
leaders will meet with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower early next 
month to map next year’s leg- 
islative program under advance 
White House injunction to hold 
down spending. 

The President set what ap- 
peared to be the Administra- 
tion’s guidelines for the incom- 
ing Congress at a meeting yes- 
terday with Representative Jo- 
seph W. Martin Jr. of Massa- 
chusetts, the House G.OP. 
leader. 

“The general policy will be 
to cut down wherever possi- 
ble,” Martin reported after- 
wards. 

Later, Senate Democratic 
Leader Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas told a news conference 
the new, heavily - Democratic 
Congress would be “prudent 
and careful of the taxpayers’ 
dollar both at home and 
abroad.” 

“In some areas I think there 
will be an excess of appropria- 
tions above what the President 
asks,” Johnson said, “but in 
a good many areas the appro- 
priations will be less.” 

G.O.P. Objectives. 
Martin made clear that ad- 
ministration objectives for the 
two years of the Eighty-sixth 
Congress will be to avoid in- 
creasing the budget deficit— 
now estimated at more than 
12 billion dollars for this fiscal 
year—and to hold the line on 
the government's indebtedness. 

The White House conference 
between Mr. Eisenhower and 
G.O.P. congressional leaders is 
due around Dec. 10. It will 
deal chiefly with budget prob- 
blems for the fiscal year start- 
ing next July. Foreign policy 
customarily is dealt with at a 
separate bipartisan conference. 

Johnson, who met with Mr. 
Eisenhower Tuesday night, said 
the President has invited Dem- 
ocratic leaders to go over the 
legislative program with him. 
No date has been set for this 
meeting, but it is expected to 
be held shortly after Jan. 1. 
Congress convenes Jan. 7. 

For the next two years, Mr. 
Eisenhower must deal with en- 
larged Democratic majorities in 
both House and Senate. 

These Democatic gains are 
expected to be reflected in de- 
mands for new social, defense 
and farm legislation requiring 
more spending. 

Democratic successes in the 


traditionally Republican farm 
belt, for instance, have stirred 
up talk of reviving the Bran- 
nan plan of farm production 
subsidies. 
Democratic Proposals. 

Democrats are almost certain 
to renew proposals for en- 
larged spending on sium elimi- 
nation and to expand the hous- 
ing program to include college 
classrooms, among other things. 
A serious attempt is likely 
to be made to broaden the so- 
cial security act to provide hos- 
pitalization and medical care for 
pensioners. Such a proposal is 
backed by organized labor, and 
was contained in bills intro- 
duced at the. last session. 
Johnson said he did not dis- 
cuss with Mr. Eisenhower the 
President's campaign accusa> 
tions that many Democratic 
candidates were “radical” 
spemders who could not be 
counted upon to protect the 
integrity of the dollar. 


Johnson did say he had cited 
figures on appropriations bills 
passed by the current Demo- 
cratic-controlled Congress in 
its two years. He said these 
showed that Mr. Eisenhower's 
budget requests had actually 
been trimmed by more than 5% 
billion dollars. 

Discussing the Democrats’ 
sweeping election victories, 
Johnson said he thinks Con- 
gress “got a mandate for con- 
tinued responsible leadership.” 
“The people want us to be 
reasonable and progressive 
without being radical,” he said. 
“They want us to be prudent 
and conservative without being 
reactionary.” 


WRONG TO NAME 
HIM CHIEF, SAYS 
MONTGOMERY 


LONDON, Nov. 20 (AP) — 
Field Marshal Lord Montgom- 
ery tossed some more brickbats 
yesterday at Gen. Eisenhower's 
World War II operations. These 
include Montgomery's own ap- 
pointment to command the in- 
vasion of Normandy. 

“We went into this game in 
Normandy without a_ really 
sound setup for command and 
control of all the enormous 
forces that were involved,” the 
Briton declared in a. recorded 
radio interview 

“] think now Ike was wrong 
really to appoint me to com- 
mand the land armies in Nor- 
mandy. I did it willingly. I 
rather liked it. But I think he 
Was wrong.” 

The retired field marshal did 
not elaborate on his reasons. 

He said the President is 
“sometimes too nice a person.” 

At the same time, the Briton 
asserted “we must go forward 
into the future without belly- 
aching and with a very clear 
understanding that both of us, 
the United States and British, 
need each other and — come 
what may—we must stand to- 
gether.”

The best advice we can give 
you is this: as reasonably 
priced as turkeys are, you will 
be wise to buy ore that will 
prowess plenty of leftover meat, 

ecause the larger the turkey 
the more economical the meat 
per pound. 

As yot are well aware, chick- 
ens are a real buy. There will 
be ample supplies of caponettes 
and Long Island ducklings; 
prices are not expected to be 
any higher than last year. 
Ducks and geese will be avail- 
able in some of the larger 
stores, but the demand for 
these is very light. 

x* * * 

The same feeling of bounty 
and good quality carries right 
on through the _ traditional 
Thanksgiving vegetables and 
fruits. 

Potatoes and onions are on 
the “good buys” list. Sweet 
potatoes will be in great de- 
mand, but there will be enough 
to supply this demand. And 
while we are in a thanks-giving 
mood, we might point out that 
those we buy today are far 
better than those available just 
a few years ago. 

This is especially true of our 
own homegrown and nearby 
“sweets.” New varieties have 
been planted locally in the last 
few years, varieties which are 
much improved over their 
predecessors. 

Cauliflower, a vegetable 
which is exceptionally popular 
in the St. Louis area, is in 
good supply and moderately 
priced. 

The crop of cranberries (so 
closely associated with the har- 
vest feast) was excellent this 
year, so it follows that fine 
berries are available at modest 
cost. Pumpkins are downright 
cheap. bas 

Vegetables which are reason- 
ably priced include celery, car- 
rots, corn, cucumbers, acorn 
and hubbard squash, with 
white scallop, yellow straight- 
neck and zucchini squash in a 
higher price bracket. Mush- 
rooms are plentiful and not 
out of line pricewise. 

You may take your choice 
of two favorite green vege- 
tables, both in the moderate 
category—broccoli and brus- 
sels sprouts. Somehow there is 
something festive about the 
latter; these miniature . cab- 
bages look so cunning that 
they just seem to belong at a 
feast. 

Speaking of festive f 
artichokes are 
nwt at budget prices. This also 
is true of papayas ,pomegran- 
ates, persimmons, fresh straw- 
berries, chives, fresh coco- 
nuts, and watercress.

Why not start the meal with’ 
a fresh fruit cocktail (or 
sweeten the fruit, add a bit of 
liqueur if you wish, and serve 
as a fruit compote for dessert)? 

Certainly all of the fresh 
fruits are available to make a 
flavorful combination. 

Apples, oranges, grapefruit, 
pears, tangerines, fresh pine- 
apples, grapes, bananas, some 
of those pomegranate seeds for 
garnish—the list couJd go on 
and on. 

Apples are still reasonable, 
and what a choice of varieties 
there are.

IN IT GOES, into a preheated 325 degree ovyen—out it 
comes, cooked to juicy, golden perfection—then onto your 
Thanksgiving table goes that handsome turkey. That’s the way 
it will be if all goes well, and it will if you follow these simple 
directions for thawing and roasting. 


The first point to bear in 
mind is that the refrigerator 
is the best place to thaw a 
frozen bird. Put the whole 
‘bird on the refrigerator shelf 
in its original. transparent 
moisture-resistant wrappers; it 
will take a small whole bird 
one to two days to thaw; a 
large bird two to four days. 

Preheat the oven to 325 de- 
grees. Remove turkey from 
wrapping; if directions are giv- 
en on label, follow them ex- 
plicitly. Wash the turkey, salt 
the inside, and stuff the body 
cavity and neck cavity lightly. 

Plafe the stuffed bird on 
rack to hold it out of the 
juices and give a roast meat 
flavor and appearance. Heavy 
birds (18 pounds or over) us- 
ually cook more evenly if they 
are started breast down and 
turned when half done, but 
if you cannot turn the turkey, 
roast it with the breast yp. 
Small birds, halves and quar- 
ters roast well without turn- 
ing. 

Insert roast meat thermom- 
eter into the thigh muscle next 
to the body (this area requires 
the longest time to cook). 
Spoon melted. shortening over 
bird; cover lightly with a tent 
of foil or cheesecloth but DO 
NOT crimp foil over edges of 
pan as this hinders’ browning. 

Immediately after stuffing, 
place the turkey in a slow oven 
(825 degrees). Do not add 
water; do not cover the pan. 
Just put that tent of foil over 
the bird, or use a piece of thin 
cloth moistened with fat. Check 


period; if the skin seems to be 
drying out baste it with the 
drippings in the pan or with 
melted fat. 

Some turkeys come with the 

legs tuckéd in place; these 
should be re-tucked after the 
bird is stuffed, If your bird is 
not of this type, it should of 
course be trussed after stuff- 
ing; when the roasting is about 
half or two thirds done, cut the 
string to release the legs. 
_ Kt will take a four to eight 
“pound stuffed bird about 
three to four and one half 
hours to roast; a six to 12 
pound bird about three and 
one-half to five hours; a 12 
to 16 pound bird five to six 
hours; a 16 to 20 pound bird 
six to seven and one-half 
hours; a 20 to 24 pound bird 
seven and one-half to nine 
hours. 

If using a meat thermometer 
in thigh muscle, 190 degrees 
indicates doneness. Another 
check for doneness is to place 
a theromometer into the center 
of the stuffing: when it reads 
165 degrees the meat will be 
well done. 

If not using a meat ther- 
mometer, press the thickest

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP) 
—Business men soon will have 
to pay to qualify for a look at 
secret data of the Atomic En- 
orgy Commission. There still 

be no charge to nonprofit 
educational and research or- 


ganizations. 

Restricted material useful in 
civilian applications of atomic 
enefgy Was opened in 1955 to 
persons and firms which need 
it in their business. Up to this 
time the practice has been to 
make a clearance check with- 


out charge for up to 25 em-| 


ployes of those who hold access 
permits under that program. 

Yesterday the AEC apn- 
nounced that on Jan. 1 that 
policy will be discontinued. 

For those who do not get it 
free, “L” clearance for access 
to “confidential” data will cost 
$15, for “Q” clearance for a 
look at “secret” material will 
cost $385. 

The AEC explained that it 
believes the program’s value to 
business has been demon- 
strated, and it is now time to 
get in line with the general 
government practice of making 
services to private individuals 
self-sustaining. 

As of Sept. 30 there were 
1419 active access permits, with 
13,939 active clearances for ac- 
cess to “secret” material. and 
9273 for access to “confiden- 
tial” data.

Charles Mercer | 
Writers. Denounce TV 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20 (AP). 
IT’S DIFFICULT to find two writers agreeing on much 
, of anything. Yet seven leading TV dramatists have gen- 
' erally concurred in a scathing denunciation of television as 
being restrictive and censorious of many things they want 
to say. 

The occasion was a two-hour discussion last week on 
producer David Susskind’s absorbing New York TV pro- 
gram “Open End.” National Telefilm Associates is making 
a tape of the discussion available to other stations. 

The seven were Paddy Chayefsky, who vows he’s quit 
the medium, and Robert Alan Aurthur, Sumner Locke 
Elliott, James Lee, Ji P. Miller, Tad Mosel and David Shaw. 

All apparently subscribe to an excellent observation 
made by Miller: 

“An artist's function is not to promote or proselytize 
or reform. An artist's function is to explore and reveal and 
to express the times. That's all that an artist can really do. 
Otherwise he’s a propagantiist or something else. ... 

“My personal creed is to dig as deeply into the human 
being as possible and reveal him to myself and others as 
clearly as possible. I think if we don't do that, if there is 
no revelation in our work, then we're basically \hacks. 
| We're writing plots rather than dramas.” 


and 
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The older among the seven writers, whose 
average age is in the middle thirties, are identified 
with what is now remembered as the halcyon days 
of TV drama five and six years ago. Those who 
did not like their work referred to them, perhaps 
unfairly, as “The Agony Boys.” 


Although six of them have or will have TV dramas 
produced ‘this season, all seem to be primarily interested in 
other fields of writing now—the greener financial pastures 

_ of the movies, the theater which offers a greater freedom 
| of expression. 

The validity of their criticism of television's depress- 
ing censoriousness toward many viable dramatic ideas can- 
not be denied. Yet Miller and Mosel aptly pointed out 
another aspect of the alienation from television. 

Mosel, conceding the fact of censorship, emphasis on 
ratings and on big name stars, also suggested that the 
audience grew mighty tired of a particular type of TV 
play that “started imitating itself and you could turn from 
show to show, from night to night, and you'd see the same 
kind of thing.” 

In other words, said Miller, “A lot of televi- 
sion drama got to be just plain bad. I didn’t get 
tired of it; I just couldn’t stand it.” 

Miller admitted there is censorship too in writing 
movies. But, he said in effect, if you're going to compro- 

' mise your creative standards you might as well compromise 

‘for the-largest possible financial return. A screen writer 

' generally is paid more than a TV drantatist. 

. In my opinion, the seven mentioned only casually one 

‘ of the chief causes of their sense of alienation from tele- 

‘vision, This season, with fewer live drama shows on the 
air than at any time in years, television dramatists could

He believed also that the 
public should be more active 
in demanding better programs 
when they are dissatisfied with 
what they are getting. 

“I believe, however, that the 
artist must consider his audi- 
ence,” he continued. “In a 
small town which has only-four 
or five concerts a year the 
audience is not prepared for 
Beethoven's Opus 110 or the 
Diabelli Variations. It would 
be- foolish and inconsiderate 
for a pianist to play’ these 
works; and it could burt his 
performance, too. You've got 
to know that people are out 
there. If there's no mutually 
felt contact there’s no point in 
playing at all. So it’s not con- 
descension to play an early 
Beethoven sonata.” 


Istomin, of course, is pre- 
pared to play whatever the 
situation warrants. Like any 
pianist of standing who keeps 
before the public, his, reper- 
tory includes all the standard 
works and a generous selection 
from those of twentieth cen- 
tury composers such as Stra- 
vinsky and Prokofiev. As the 
maturing of an artist depends 
on experience as well as growth 
in terms of years, his reputa- 
tion, with the public as well as 
other musicians, is partly the 


result of an unremittingly busy ; 


career. 


Istomin was born in New 
York in 1925 and studied first 
with Kariena Siloti, daughter 
of Alexander Siloti. Later he 
attended The Curtis Institute 
at Philadelphia where he was 
a pupil of Milczyslaw Horszow- 
ski and Rudolf Serkin, In 1943 
he won the Philadelphia Or- 
chestra Youth Contest and the 
Leventritt Award which paved 
the way for his appearances 
with the Philadelphia Orches- 
tra under Eugene Ormandy 
and the New York Philhar- 
monic, then conducted by 
Artur Rodzinsky. 

This was the official start of 
his career that has taken him 
near and far. The circum- 
stances of his debut were as 
much as a young man could 
expect or hope for but his 
debut was not “a shot that 
rang around the world” in 
terms of publicity. Winning an 
American prize does not bring 
an overnight fame. It was 
merely a formal introduction 
to the public for Istomin and 
the subsequent growth of his 
artistic reputation can only 
mean that he has met the re- 
quirements — conscious or un- 
conscious—that the public im- 
poses. Reviews of Istomin’s 
concerts emphasize his musi- 
cianship rather than his man- 
ual dexterity. The latter seems 
to be taken for granted and 
Istomin himself believes that 
the merit of any performance 
~—and with any section of the 
public — depends upon the 


treatment of the music’s 
“inner realism.” 

“If you can convey the inner 
realism of a piece you make 
an impression on your audi- 
ence,” he says: “Applause is 
no measure of the impression 
you have made. Certain pieces, 
with little meaning, are sure 
applause getters. If you have 
reached the audience with the 
inner meaning, however, the 
amount of applause will not 
matter so much. You will not 
be forgotten even though the 
competition in this country is 
fierce and American audiences 
are fairly unsentimental.” — 

Though Istomin is American 
by birth and training, that fact 
is a consequence of the politi- 
cal convulsions that have dis- 
turbed the world since the be- 
ginning of the first World War. 
His father George and his 
mother Ossa, both professional 
singers, fled from their homes 
in Russia during the Bolshevik 
revolution.

Hair Dyeing --- It’s Big, Colortul Business

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20 (AP). 

ONCE UPON A TIME a 
woman who dyed her hair was 
thought capable of any trans- 
gression. Why, she might even 
smoke a cigarette. 

But the Manufacturing 
Chemists’ Association reported 
that in this wonderful age of 
chemistry, featuring everything 
from plastics to rocket fuels, 
nothing has been more remark- 
able than what has happened 
to women’s hair. 

Seven out of 10 women, the 

iation report said, have 
monkeyed around with hair 
coloring at least once. A third 
of all women dye their hair 
regularly. And of those who hit 
the coloring bottle regularly, 
only 40 per cent have gray hair. 

Naturally the chemists take 
great pride in their hair mir- 
acles, but they freely admit this 

; 


is an ancient business. 

In Sturbridge, Mass., they 
found a formula for coloring 
hair that goes back to Colonial 
times. But it wasn’t for the 
giddy female; it was for the 
prideful male. 


A man who wished to keep 
his graying hair dark was ad- 
vised to mix chimney soot with 
lard. 


This concoction, which looks 
as if it could be a mite messy, 
was followed by other formulas 
with other drawbacks. 


“Early dyes,” the chemists 
say, ‘were likely to leave the 
hair a coarse, brittle stubble— 
fit only for currycombing.” 

All right. Let’s move boldly 
along to the modern dye. What 
is it? 

“Most of the permanent col- 
orants,” say the chemists, care- 
fully avoiding the word “dye,” 
“are based on a coal tar deriva- 
tive. Used with hydrogen per-

First you make the batter. 
Break two eggs, beat them 


lightly. Save a teaspoon of egg 
and set it aside to be used 
later to hold the rolls togeth- 
er. Sift half a cup of flour 
twice into a bowl. Add a little 
on the second sifting if you 
have to, to make the full half 
cup. Now beat together the 
egg, a half cup of water and 
a generous pinch of salt. Pour 
this into the flour, a little at a 
time, beating all the time, so 
there isn’t a trace of a lump. 
Put it aside while you make 
the filling. It’s even better if 
it stands a while anyway. 
Now the filling: Prepare a 
fourth of a cup of finely 
shredded cooked carrots, one 
cup of lightly cooked, finely 
sliced celery and one cup of 
lightly cooked, shredded cab- 
bage. Simmer them all to- 
gether for a few minutes. Drain 
thoroughly. 


Now add to this, three fine- 
ly chopped shallots, a table- 
spoon of shredded cooked ham, 
half a pound of cooked, chopped 
shrimp, a generous pinch of 
salt, a light sprinkle of sugar 
and a thimble full of olive oil. 
Mix it well. 


NOW for the first frying. 
Heat a small frying pan and 
put just enough butter in it to 
make it greasy. No more. Pour 
a tablespoon of butter in the 
center of the hot pan, lift it 
immediately from the flame, 
turn it this way and that to 


spread the batter evenly and = 
thinly. As soon as the under- | 


side is cooked, stop. Don't 
turn it over. The white top- 
side becomes the inside of your 
egg roll. If you've spread the 
butter thin enough the top side 
will be done enough to stack 
up the pancakes. Stack them 
up and keep them warm. 


Then, in the center of each 
pancake, with the white side 
up, put as much of the filling 
as you think it will hold when 
folded over. A good egg roll 
should be plump. Turn in the 
ends first, then roll the pan- 
cake over the filling, and then 
use a little beaten egg to stick 
the edges together. 


They shouldn't be fried until 
serving time. When that time 


arrives, fill a big frying pan 


almost to the height of the egg 


rolls with vegetable oil. When 
the oil is good and hot, put in 
the rolls, but don’t crowd them. 
When they’re golden brown on 
one side, turn them over and 
get them golden brown on the 
other. Put them on brown 
paper to drain for a moment or 
two, and serve them while 
they're still hot. 
You're on your own.

Watermarked Paper 


By Ramon Coffman 


IT WAS THE CUSTOM in 
Europe during the Middle 
Ages for a royal court to have 
at least one jester, or “fool.” 
This man wore a cap and bells, 
and it was his duty to amuse 
his master. Jesters also were 
employed in the castles of 
many noblemen. 

Papermakers in Europe at 
that time used many kinds of 
watermarks. There were circles 
and crosses, sometimes a com- 
bination of a circle and a 
cross. 


One popular watermark 
was an image of a jester 
wearing his cap. This de- 
sign led people te speak of 
"“foolscap paper.” 


The jester’s head lost favor 
as a watermark, but the name 
of “foolscap paper” was kept. 
This name for a special type 
of paper lasted into the pres- 
ent century. 

Another old-time watermark 
was the outline of a post horn. 
This design was used in the 
thirteenth and fourteenth cen- 
turies.
